UNFAVORABLE TRACK CONDITIONS PREVENT 
FAST WORK AT LOUISVILLE TRACKS. 

Secretary Lyman Davis Announces Program for Derby 
Bay, When Distribution Will Be of Record- 
Breaking Proportions — Track Gossip. 



Louisville, Ky., April 22. — There was but little 
training work at Churchill Downs and Douglas Park 
(sunday. Before the morning was far advanced a 
rather heavy rain fell and dampened the track so 
that even the few that did desire to speed their 
horses were forced to postpone the trials. A good 
crowd, however, was at the Downs early to see the 
Derby candidates. The Manager. Free Lance, Nicias 
ami Guarauola were out. The latter is almost a cer- 
tain starter in the big race ami acts like a coll 
that will like the Derby route. In some resjiects he 
resembles his near relative. Governor Gray, chiefly 
for his sturdiness in finishing in a race, as, like 
Governor Gray, he is always to be relied upon at the 
finish. It is now lielieved that Free Lance will lie 
the one that will carry George J. Long’s colors in 
llie Derby this spring. Nicias is training well, but 
apitears to be a colt which will require more time 
to get him ready for a long race than is available 
iielween now and May 11. the date set for the run- 
ning of the Derby. Free Lance, on the other hand, 
is as forward in ids preparation as any colt now in 
training for the big race. This is plainly shown by 
liis mile here Saturday in 1:45%, which is, save The 
Manager’s performance of 1:44 the best mile any 
candidate has worked so far this spring at the 
lkiwns or Douglas Park. 

Heaxy going prevailed at Churchill Downs and 
Douglas Park today. Still, there was considerable 
brisk work at both courses, although the time was 
slow. The only Kentucky Derby candidate which 
was speeded at better than a two-minute clip was 
George J. Long's Free Lance, which went a half 
in 55%. It is thought that trainer Pete Coyne an- 
ticipates setting down this son of Alvescot for a 
fast mile when tin- track gets good tomorrow or 
Wednesday.

BOURBON BEAU BREAKS A LEG. 

Louisville. Ky., April 22. — Bourbon Beau, tlia 
four-year-old sou of Star Shoot— Kentucky Belle II., 
in the stable of T. Collins, a New York restaurant 
man. suffered a broken leg while working at 
Churchill Downs Sunday morning. 

He was one of the best four-year-olds in America 
and made a new Mexican record of 1:37% for a mile, 
at Juarez last wiuter. The accident hap|>ened in a 
peculiar manner. The colt was consumed with a de- 
sire to run. and when his rider attempted to hold 
him hack one of Bourbon Beau’s hind feet struck the 
right foreleg, breaking the larger bone. An effort 
is being made K> save him for the stud. He was 
entered In all the big stakes in Kentucky this 
spring.

After a thorough examination liy the best veteri- 
narians obtainable, it was decided tonight that 
Bourbon Beau might Ik- saved for the stud. Trainer 
Toni Carroll received word from the horse’s owner 
to do all in his power to save the horse for stallion 
purposes. The son of Star Shoot was able to stand 
for a few minutes today and liible at liis hay. but 
later he laid down and* in this way spent the rest 
of the day. Johnny Conway, who was on the horse 
when the accident occurred, said that he was not 
going faster than a two-minute gait. He can 
account for the mishap only on the theory that the 
horse struck himself with his left foot anil -the 
supposition is that in this way he severed the ten- 
don. The veterinarians were not sure this morning 
that he iiail actually broken the bone of the leg. 
They rather thought it was a piece of the tendon 
that was protruding. TlK-y all agreed, however, 
that the horse’s career on the race track is closed.

MUD RUNNERS HAVE CALL AND WITHDRAW- 
ALS FROM RACES ARE NUMEROUS. 

Jockey Estep Is Suspended for Unsatisfactory Hand- 
ling of Tick Tack, an Odds'-On Favorite That 
Finishes Third — Lady Inna Beats Sandhill. 



Norfolk, Va., April 22. — Heavy showers fell in 
Norfolk this afternoon and converted the James- 
town Jockey Club’s course into a sea of mud. With- 
drawals were numerous and small fields went to the 
post. A majority of the winners were first home by 
long margins and the sport was tame mil unsatisfac- 
tory. Jockey Estep’s handling of Tick Tack, an 
odds-on favorite in the second race, a maiden affair 
at five and a half furlongs, was far from pleasing 
to the officials and the lad was told to refrain from 
riding here for the rest of the meeting. Tick Tack 
had an inside post iKisition and when the start 
came, it looked to some as if the colt was crowded. 
At all events. Estep pulled Op and Tick Tack was 
a distant trailer in the early stages. He closed a 
Irememhius gap and finished with a good hurst of 
speed, being beaten only a neck frfr the place. There 
was no question but that Tick Tack was the best 
horse and should have wou. The stewards here have 
been alert and few had rides have been allowed to 
pass unnoticed. Up to date the racing has been 
particularly free from scandal and the officials pro- 
pose to keep it so. 

One of the disappointments of the afternoon was 
furnished by Sandhill, the odds-on favorite of the 
fourth race. In all of his races here tliis spring 
Sandhill has shown keen speed and looked to outclass 
the opposition lie was asked to meet Malay. The best 
lie could do, however, was to finish second to Lady 
Irma. The hitter was made the medium of smart 
support, dashed to the front When tin- liarrier was 
released and was never headed, winning easily by a 
couple of lengths. It was really the first time that 
Lady Irma had shown anything like her old form 
in months or, for that matter, since the Beverwyek 
Stable got her out of a selling raee over a year ago 
at Jacksonville. 

The management announct-d that the meeting 
would positively come to a close on Friday next, in 
order not to conflict with the meeting at Pinilico, 
which will open oil Saturday. General Manager Bob 
Levy announced that 150 new stalls would he built 
liefore next fall, iiesides two large enclosed barns 
for the accommodation of horsemen who have signi- 
fied an intention of wintering here.
